ists union strike crippled op- 
erations of five major airlines 
Friday. 


More than 35,000 members!

The United States did not

Second, spoiling operations 
carried out by U.S. ground 
forces have been more nu- 
merous than generally real- 
ized. Considerable publicity 
has been given to such projects 
as Operation Hawthorn, which 
destroyed a North Vietnam- 
ese regiment last month, and 
to Operation 
Birmingham 


against a Communist base of 
operations in late April and 
May. 


Other operations along the 


Cambodian border and in the 
central highlands of South 
Vietnam have taken place 
without any publicity. U S 
forces, it is now acknowl- 
edged. 
have conducted at 
least 20 multi-battalion opera- 
tions since April. 


In addition. South Vietna- 


mese forces have engaged in 
3,300 attacks with forces of 
battalion size or larger since 
the first of the year. 


As a consequence, it is be- 


lieved that the enemy forces 
have been kept off balance 
so continually that their offen- 
sive preparations have been 
spoiled before they could be 
launched.

voting this week to raise their 
e x p e n s e allowances from 
*1,MO to S3.000. reached the 
compensation level of $13.000 
—$500 more than in Michigan, 
where the salary was $10.000 
and expenses $2.500. 


The House and Senate mem- 


bers in Albany, it is expected 
will keep their pace at the top 
of the pay scale in 1967 with 
a $5.000 base pay boost, to 
$15.000. and $1.000 expenses. 
But 
California's 
legislators, 


who made $6.000 and fringe 
pay this year, hope to jump 
to a $16,000 annual salary if 
voters approve a 
constitu- 


tional change allowing the 
legislators to set their own 
pay. 


Nebraska senators are paid 


$2,400 per year and are allowed 
travel expenses for one round 
trip per session from their 
homes to Lincoln. 


Michigan's legislature tried 


for $17.500 next year, includ- 
ing $2.500 in expense allow- 
ance, but settled for 812.500 
and $2,500. 


Other high-population states 


generally pay legislators more 
than those 'less densely in- 
habited.

Ail Agonizing Dilemma 


It is difficult to imagine a more agoniz- 


ing dilemma for the nation's lawmakers than 
that they will face in coming days in decid- 
ing whether to outlaw racial discrimination 
in housing.

There can be no question whatever 


that decent housing is the most desperate 
need for most Negroes all over the na- 
tion. More violence can be expected if 


- this need is not met.

There is no question either that Negroes 
entitled to buy or rent the type and loca- 


tion of housing that they want and can af- 
ford. Arguments to the contrary, such as the 
assertion that Negroes living in a neigh- 
J^orhood will lower property values, have 
J>een disproven time and again. 


Still, the right of any American to dis- 


pose of his home in any way he wants is re- 
Jgarjied as one of the most fundamental that 
this nation possesses. If the federal govern- 
ment can tell a citizen to whom he can or 
Cannot sell or rent his home, is there any- 
•^hing it cannot tell him? 
» -This is a classic conflict of the rights of 
•11 individuals in this country. It is a clash of 
what is undisputedly right morally against 
^hat is highly objectionable legally. 
** "As the civil rights bill emerged from the 
House Judiciary Committee, there is great 
question whether it really would accomplish 
improved housing for Negroes even if it were 
«ni«rced scrupulously. By exempting all but 
JDiulti-family units from the bill, it still would 


not guarantee any person that he would not 
be discriminated against in the purchase 
or rental of a private home.

If \ery many Americans were to as- 


sume that passage of this bill automati- 
cally would solve the Negro housing prob- 
lem, it could do more harm than good. 
For a great deal of moral upgrading of 
the citizenry will be required before open 
housing truly exists, no matter what the 
law is.

The efforts of well-meaning people to 


gain the passage of such legislation might 
be more beneficially exerted in lending in- 
dividual assistance to those of minority races 
seeking to find decent housing and encour- 
aging the opening up of their own neighbor- 
hoods. 


Lincoln and Omaha have as deplorable 


housing conditions for Negroes and other mi- 
nority groups as most cities in the nation. 
This is a blight on these communities that 
can no longer be tolerated. 


It can best be eradicated by the personal 


compassion, concern and ordinary decency of 
individual citizens. If the objective cannot 
be achieved in this way—and quickly—the 
heavy hand of government undoubtedly will 
be imposed.

But 
the N'egro militants look at the failures and, 
in their efforts to grab control of the mo\e- 
ment, have created a new slogan, "Black 
Power."

Now everyone is attempting to interpret 


the meaning of that phrase. It has a fearsome 
racist ring. Charles Nicodemus of the Chicago 
Daily News, who was with the Mississippi 
march, tries his hand at explaining what it 
means to most Negroes. 


He says: 
"The Negro militants who first shouted 


the phrase into the national consciousness 
during the Mississippi march quickly djsco\ - 
ered that they had a slogan that disturbed 
many whites "and disconcerted Negro mod- 
erates. 


"Relishing 
any 
opportunity to make 


waves, a number of key militants have in- 
tentionally refrained from offering clarifica- 
tions that would ease public concern. 


••The real meaning of the phrase was fur- 


ther muddled because the march that focused, 
attention on it also spotlighted two other phe- 
nomena. All three have gotten mixed together 
in the public's mind, although none of the 
three is necessarily directly connected.

"The other two phenomena are the quick- 


ening retreat from the principle of non-vio- 
lence in favor of 'fight back if attacked' ap- 
proach and the repeated articulation of racial 
pride, the exhortation that a Negro no longer 
need be ashamed of being black, but instead 
can and should be proud."

Nicodemus, who has squatted in the dust 


of a Negro school yard and traded arguments 
with marchers, believes: 


"First off, 'Black Power' does not mean 


Negroes want to go off in enclaves and be a 
power unto themselves. Or that they want to 
elect all Negro officials throughout the nation, 
or even in areas where they predominate. 


"It does not mean that Negroes intend to 


electorally boycott all white power structures 
(although a few Negroes suggest this) or fore- 
swear all future white help and counsel in the 
Negro's struggle for equality and justice (al- 
though a few urge this too). 


"What this passionate new cry does mean 


is that Negroes want, and believe they're en- 
titled to, the same poliitcal power—earned 
through the ballot—that other ethnic groups 
have long sought, won and wielded in Amer- 
ica."

That is not unreasonable and if Nicodemus 


is correct in his assessment and if social a 
economic acceptance is stepped up, "black 
power" may soon be remembered as just an- 
other slogan. If these things do not come to 
pass the phrase could take on all the connota- 
tions some are now giving to it.

Extremism and Civil Rights

Washington—The civil-rights 
movement 


has reached a crisis. Some of the Negro lead- 
ers are veering toward extremism and are 
actually advocating violence. Others are sen- 
sibly pleading for restraint and self-control. 


Roy Wilkins. executive di- 


rector "of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement 
of Colored People, has j u s t 
made some pointed criticism 
of those Negro groups which 
are talking about "black pow- ^ 4* 
er." He deplores such a con- 
cept. In talking to a news 
conference at Los Angeles, 
where the 57th annual conven- 
tion of the NAACP is being held. Wilkins said 
that "the trouble with 'black power' is it im- 
plies 'anti-white' and we don't want anything 
to do with it " He added that he believes in the 
legitimate use of power but that it ought never 
to be racial or ethnic. In official circles here, 
Wilkins is highly regarded. 


The debate that's going on about applying 


"violence" instead of "non-violence" is at- 
tracting widespread attention. The Congress 
of Racial Equality, usually referred to as 
"CORE." has just adopted at its national con- 
vention resolutions endorsing the mobilization 
of "black power" and a transfer from "non- 
violence" to "violence " The Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King. ,lr . has invited Negro leaders of 
civil-rights organizations to meet with him to 
iron out such differences 


Words of caution appealing for self-re- 


utraint are being uttered emphatically by 
some clergvmen. Thus, the Rev. Dr. C. H. 
Jackson, president of the National Baptist 
Convention, the largest organized body of Ne- 
groes in America, declared in Chicago on Mon- 
day that direct action should not be sub- 
stituted for the Constitution and the l a w s of 
the land or for moral pressure and construc- 
tive social influence. He said: 


"Yon cannot stampede people into moral 


reforms or pressure them into a life of 
purity.... 


"All the constructive and forward achieve- 


ments in our democratic society have been 
stabilized and preserved bv ld« 
We do not 


need to pertorm acts of c i v i l disobedience in 
orr arerr.pt to becomo bettor citizens and ;o 
build a more democratic >o<.':e'\ . . . 


"Laws cannot make a.' men tnmk and do 


thing.* :n the same wa\ 
Free men choose 'o 


to iainV* or iionert, to believe or not to b«- 


lieve. They may be segregationists and full 
of hate, but the law forbids anybody imposing 
that prejudice on others." 


Part of the difficulty of the organized 


groups which have been leading marches or 
demonstrations and carrying on a publicity 
battle is that they are dependent on popular 
appeals to raise lunds. and sometimes leaders 
leel inclined to capitalize on prejudices and 
arouse passions. Also, lining up Negro votes 
by themselves may not be sufficient, as the 
majority power is held by the larger number 
of white votes in the North as well as the 
South. Thus. "CORE," for instance, is trying 
to get more backers, has adopted a resolution 
demanding the withdrawal of American troops 
from Vietnam.

The problem of the Negro leaders is how 


to maintain the support they have had without 
alientating citizens who have been sympathiz- 
ing with the objectives of the civil-rights 
movement but who now are beginning to show 
disapproval of extreme measures. 


It is not clear at present, for example, just 


how far public opinion in the United States 
will go in favoring or opposing the "fair hous- 
ing" proposals in Congress which virtually 
make it a crime to exercise one's own judg- 
ment as to what kind of person would make 
a desirable resident in a neighborhood when 
a piece of property is rented or sold. 


If there were more leaders among the 


Negroes Like Roy Wilkins and Dr. Jackson. 
more progress would be made in the long run 
to get increasing support than is Likely to be 
achieved by those who are openly advocating 
"civil disobedience" and the use of violence.

to the decision of the 1965 
Legislature eliminating t h e
